It's that time of year again when two things happen in Porterville 
— the Fair Fever begins to build up, and the people of this community 
start bragging just a bit about their Porterville Fair. :

But things always smooth out, the fever subsides, the crowds come 
in, the show goes on, and the bragging starts. 

Not the braggard type of bragging, but the bragging that comes 
when people of a community are proud of something — and people 
are proud of the Porterville Fair. <p 

We all know that Porterville lacks the fine buildings of the state- 
supported fairs; we know that no one walks away from the Porterville 
Fair with a big chunk of state premium money — the best we can do 
at Porterville is a ribbon; we know that we don't put on a great pro- 
duction spectacle like you see at the State Fair, or at Pomona. 

But you see something at Porterville that you don't see at any 
state supported fair in California. You see people of the community 
working together, because they want to put on a fair; you see commer- 
cial exhibits getting better and better each year — because of pride 
in the Porterville Fair; you see fat stock that would top its class at any 
show on the Pacific Coast, because this community produces that kind 
of livestock, and the youngsters of this community know that's the kind 
of stock they have to show to compete at Porterville. 

And you hear people talking about the grandstand show, telling 
each other that it really is a big dollar's worth, that it's a better show 
than you see at a lot of the state-supported fairs; and time and again, 
you hear Porterville people unconsciously say, "Our Fair." 

So it's that season again — the fever is building up now; the heal- 
thy type of bragging that comes from genuine pride is also beginning 
to be heard. 

And that's good.

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and harmful poisons. 

Is it any wonder that this situ- 
ation of so many dead geese re- 
minds us of the tragic situation 
that came to the attention of the 
deer hunters in 1955, when they 
were faced with the realities of 
many dead deer where the deadly 
1080 was reported to have been 
very much in evidence? Should 
anyone be surprised that we still 
have in mind the situation during 
the late deer season of 1956, when 
a letter was written to warn that 
1080 had been placed on top of the 
ground? 

Let us not forget that we very 
recently received information that 
the residents of the State of Ari- 
zona were faced with the realities 
of 13 dead javalinas near a poison 
station. While we have this in 
mind, let us not forget we have in- 
formation that an omithologist 
placed a piece’of horse meat sim- 
ulating a 1080 poison station, and 
in one day 122 individual birds, 
embracing 21 species, were observ- 
ed feeding from this piece of meat. 


We hear of many statements be- 
ing made that 1080 will not kill 
certain animals and birds.

In ad- 
dition it possesses a high degree 
of secondary hazard to other ani- 
mals, particularly dogs and cats. 
A single mouse killed with the 
water solution may contain enough 
poison to kill a full grown dog.”

for a moment, and consider what 
has occurred in the field of poison 
operations. Does not sound rea- 
soning now tell us that it is not 
at all necessary for the many of us 
(including ranchers) to sacrifice 
so much to the dangerous and 
harmful poisons, in order that the 
ranchers may get their necessary 
rodent control?
